Firemen Wrapped in Flame. 


A few moments after the vent holes were 
made the heaviest of the explosions occurred. 
A sheet of flame halfthe length of the big 
building burst forth, and, extending into the 
street as far as the curb, enveloped the 
fireinen and all those who were on the side- 
walk. The great flagstones of. the sidewalk 
were lifted from their settings, and .the men 
who were on them were thrown into the street. 

Chief Swenie was hurled through the air 
and burned about the fate, He refused med- 
ical attendance until after .all danger was 
past. The pavement upon which he was 
standing while overseeing the work of his 
men was thrown up and then dropped partly 
into the basement underneath. 

For an instant only did the rumbling and 
blinaing flashes of light last, and then came 
the great sheets of window-glass raining to 
the ground from the shattered windows 
above. 

Fire Department Horses Scared. 

The force of the explosion shook the build- 
ing like a giant tree in a storm. The vast 
crowds across the street became panic-strick- 
en, and two of the horses attached to hose 
reels—accustomed as they were to fires—took 
fright and ran into the mass of scrambling 
men and women on the opposite sidewalk. 
One horse mounted the sidewalk and bore 
down on the tangled mass of people. A 
woman fell right in the path of the horse on 
the sidewalk and a moment later a dozen 
men, womep, and children were piled in a 
screaming, terrified mass on top of her. 
Just then some men who had not lost their 
senses seized the horse in time to prevent the 
fatal consequences that would have followed 
had the horse and heavy cart gone a few feet 
further. 

When the tremors and reverberations of the 
concussion died away and spectators looked 
to see the result, there the big building was 
still standing, and then fram the basement a

Scenes in the Drug Store. 

Michael Nolan was one of the worst suffer- 
ers in the drug store. The flames left his 
flesh in such a condition that the physicians 
poured the oil and lime water upon him with- 
out daring to rub him. Do the best they 
could his flesh peeled off his hands in large 
pieces. He was barely conscious during the 


ordeal of having his wounds dressed. He 


may not recover, as he inhaled the flames, and 
his external burns are serious. He was taken 
home, 

Capt. McDonald suffered most from burns 
about his eyes. They were in a bad condition 
and had to be bandaged from the air. 

Kichard Jones became unconscions after 
giving his name. He was severely burned and 
seemed to be suffering from internal injuries. 

Clinton Cleveland was frightfully burned. 
His arms, hands, face, and neck were one big 
burn. Part of the time he was unconscious. 

Thomas Gallagher had his face and hands 
burned to a blister. He was unable to state 
how bad his iujuries were, but his internal in- 
juries were thought to be severe. 

Chief Swenie was most severely burned 
about the face and head. He wasin front of 
the door of the vault which blew open at the 
time of the heavy explosion ani received the 
full force of the flame. The fact that his eyes 
escaped is probably due to his heavy eye- 
brows and lashes. His head was a bundle of 
bandages when the doctors got through 
with him and he was advised 
to go home, but he refused. 
He said he was going to see the thing through, 
and went to the building as soon as he was in 
condition to leave the drug store. After the 
fire was out he was taken home. 

August Griedt, one of the pressmen, was at 
work in the plate vault when the explosion oc- 
curred. He was burned about the face. His 
hair was burned off. He made his escape 
through the Plymouth street entrance. When 
he reached the street he was yelling for aid and 
trymg to put out his» burning hair. 
His clothing was burning. Willing hands soon 
put out the flames. His injuries were dressed 
in the drug store and he was taken in a cab to 
his home, No. 60 Clifton avenue. 

Henry Schroeder, No. 90 Barclay street, a 
pressman at work in the basement, was 
burned about his face and arms. He was 
taken home in a cab after receiving treatment 
at the drug store. 

Among others who went into the drug store 
for treatment, was Frank Jackson, No, 423 
State street, 
W. J. Hayne & Co.’s doorway when the heav- 
1est explosion occurred, receiving cuts on his 
hands and face from flying giass. 

Another was Phil Cunnimgham, a printer, 
who was standing on the sidewalk when the 
big explosion came. The force of it knocked 
him into the middle of the street, where he 
landed with a bruised face and a sprained 


Where Others Were Treated. 

Perhaps one of the narrowest escapes was 
that ot James Russell, a fireman of Engine 
Company No. 10, who was one of the inen at 
work under the sidewalk. He was burned 
frightfully about the face and hands. His 
hair was singed and his mustache entirely 
burned off. He was carried by his comrades 
into Thomas B. Laughren’s sample room, 
No. 147 Plymouth place. A . mattress 
was procured and Russell was laid on it. 
His face was so blistered that cne could not 
tell whether he was a white man or a negro. 
Messengers were dispatched for doctors, but 
no physician could be found within two blocks, 
as all were busy at other places attending the 
injured, A medical student of the Northwest- 
ern Medical College offered to get some oil to 
alleviate the sufferings of the fireman. Sev. 
eral men who claimed to be his friends refused 
to have anything done until a doctor could 
be found. For more than three-quarters of an 
hour the man lay on the lounge writhing in 
agony. There was considerable trouble 
about obtaining an ambulance and finally the 
patrol wagon was sum- 


pressman, who was standing in 


Preasman, 
‘burned about the face and hands by the first 
expicsion. He says: 


They were Ed Mullen, the vauit man; August 
Griedt, pressman; Clint Cleveland, and John 
Sheehy, press feeders, all of whom were stand- 
ing close to the vault. I could not tell how 
badly they were injured, as the flymg bricks 
and mortar covered all who were near, Mr. 
Donohue, the proprietor, was just going to the 
vault door when the first explosion came, and 
if it had been a few seconds later he would 
have received the full force of that terrible 
blast.”’ 

What do you think was the cause of the 
fire?’’ 

It was evidently caused by those gas- 
fitters,’ replied Engineer Hill. Tbey were 
at work putting in pipes for the natural gas. 
I reported the inatter to Mr. Donohue, as 
I thought they had no permission 
to put that stuff in and I was afraid ofit. John 
Murray, my fireman, asked one of the gas- 
fitters, a man named Hogan, if he 


again thought we had the fire out. Another 
flash of light came and this time an 
explosion. followed, ten times greater 
than the first. The men were nearly 
all knocked down in a heap. Before 
we could recover the rafters had caught fire 
and the flames were creeping over our heads. 
The smoke, too, and odor of gas alinost suffo- 
cated us. Twenty feet of the basement wall 
separating us from the sidewalk opening was 
blown away. This opening saved us. The 
air rushed in and the smoke and gas poured 
out into the street. The men who were able 
turned streams on the rafters and the unin- 
jured managed to retreat. It was a bad trap 
that we were in and I am surprised that any of 
us escaped.” 

The explosion was the direct result of work 
being done in the vault under the saloon of 
Dickenson & Son, in the southeast corner of 
the building No. 425 Dearborn street. Mr.

was going to blow us up. Hogan replied in a 
joking manner that he was. Aboutahalf an 
hour later the fire was discovered. My opin- 
ion is that the gas was permitted to escape 
from the pipes by some accident arid that it 
became ignited while the gas-fitters were at 
work in the vault. When they saw what they 
had done they got out of the vault and closed 
the door, and ran away without saying a 
word about it. There were three or four bar- 
rels of gasoline in the vault, and I think that 
it also exploded. The big explosion was too 
strong, though, for that. It must have been 
gas.”’ 
Corroborated by the Fireman. 


John Murray, the fireman, said: 

„About a half an hour before we discov- 

ered the fire I met a man named Hogan, who 
used to live on Taylor street. He was putting 
in pipes of some kind, and when I asked him 
about them be told me they were for natural 
gas. * 
Do you intend blowimg us up?’ I asked 
him jokingly, and he said ‘Yes,’ and 
laughed at my question. I thought 
no more about it until the cry of 
fire was sounded. I do not know what 
became of Hogan and the man who was work- 
ing with him, as I have not seen either since I 
was talking to Hogan before the fire. Their 
tools are still here.” 

—— Le Beau, the assistant engineer, 
said: 

“I discovered the fire issuing from the 
crevice between the roof of the basement aad 
the vault wall and told the engineer. We ran 
for the hose and toid the elevator man, who 


spread the alarm, and we went back and tried 
to put it out till the explosion came and Mr.

Dickenson said that owing to his inability to 
obtain sufficient pressure on his meter from 
the ordinary gas he had decided to install nat- 
ural gas for cooking purposes. 

He was watching the man employed by the 
Economic Gas company, and was certain that 
the man carried no light. His impression 
was that the man removed the cap, and in 
doing so the gas seemed to spread along the 
sidewalk until it reached a flame, which was 
about ten feet away. Then it exploded with a 
loud report, enveloping the unfortunate gas- 
fitter in flames. The latter was terribly 
burned all over the body, and was taken in au 
ambulance to the hospital. 


LAUNDRY AND BINDERY GIRLS FAINT, 


Successive Explosions and the Sight of In- 
jured Men Too Much for Their Nerves. 
J. S. Langworthy, President of the Dear- 

born Laundry company, was m his office in a 

front room on the second story of Nos. 418 

and 420 Dearborn street, directly opposite the 

damaged building. He saw the whole affair, 
and thus describes it: 

„My attention was first attracted by people 
running into the street. I saw a small blaze, 
such as would be produced by gas blazing up. 
This was near the south end of the Donohue & 
Henneberry building, in front of No. 425, and 
seemed to proceed from under the sidewalk 
close to the front of the building. At the 
same time, or soon after, smoke was coming 
out from some of the basement windows. 


Then the people began running out of the 


building, men, women, and boys. Some had 
coats, shawls, and cloaks on their arms; 
others wore slippers and carried shoes in 
their hands, putting them on in the street. 
The north door—No. 415—of the main en- 
trance was closed, and the employés crowd- 
ed out through the single door, as the other 
door was not uufastened for over fifteen mm- 


utes. 
Hose from the chemical engine had been 


sixth stories of the buildmg Nos. 418 and 420 
Dearborn street, directly over the Dearborn 
Laundry company and opposite the damaged 
building. : 

Thomas Knapp, President of the company, 
gave a similar account of the affair to that 
given by Mr. Langworthy. 

We employ over 100 hands, three-fourths 
of whom are women. After the first discovery 
of the fire our foremen on each floor tried to 
keep them from the windows and prevent any 
panic. We succeeded, in this even after the 
first explosion, though several girls fainted 
then. 


“Ten or fifteen minutes later, when the 
second explosion occurred and a bright blue 
flame nearly two hundred feet in width shot 
out into the street and went far up above the 
tops of our windows and the fragments of 
glass went rattling down, every girl screamed 
and nearly all fainted. Then came the order 
to shut down and vacate our building, which 
was done without any accidents.”’ 


HOW THE ALARMS WERE TURNED IN. 


First Fireman at and the Last Man in the 
Building Give Their Experiences. 

Albert Foley, a young man who occupies a 
desk as aclerk in Mr. Donohue’s private office 
on the sixth floor, was the person who sent in 
the alarm. 

Fireman Frank Sullivan was one of the first 
to see the smoke issuing from the basement. 
He was passing along Dearborn street at the 
time the fire broke out. Sullivan is the driver 
of truck No. 18, stationed at Forty- 
seventh street and Halsted, but he and another 
firemen were off duty at thetime. Sullivan 
ran to the corner of Dearborn and Harrison, 
turned in an alarm on keyless Box 64, and re- 
mained at the corner to direct the appa- 
ratus, 

Chemical No. 1, closely followed by Engine 
No. 10 and Truck No. 1, all from Harrison and 
Pacific avenue, were the first to respond. 

Capt. Seifert of Chemical No. 1 said last 
night: i 

™ When we got there I thought it a small 
fire and we jumped in to put it out in a min- 
ute. Pot the fire fooled us and we were 
mightily puzzled. You see, the fire would be 
iy the north end and we would throw in our 
streams and darken everything. Then flames 
would pour out of the south end and 
away we would go to that end. About 
the time we would feel satisfied the 
fire was under control, ‘bang’ it would go out 
of the other end of the building. Five times 
I would almost have taken oath that the fire 
was under control, but when one of the men 
working in the place told me there was a 
benzine room in that basement I made up my 
mind we were in for it. 

A the fire seemed to be beneath the side- 
walk a fireman and I went down to the base- 
ment door to see if we couldn't find a more 
direct means of reaching the flames. 
We were trying to open that door 
at the time of the explosion which 
biew out the area wall. How I gotout of that 
basement I haven't the slightest idea. I was 
picked up bodily and thrown out, In a min- 
ute I was all right, except a few bruises and 
burns, but my boues ache tonight from the ef- 
fects of my trip through space.”

DEMOCRATIC SENATORS QUARBREL. 


Squabble over the Appointment of a Jan- 
itor—The Upper House Organized. 

SprinGFrIE.p, III., Jan. 4.—[Special. ]|—There 
were many indications that the “cruel war 
among the Democratic Sevators, growing out 
of the caucuses cf yesterday, was not over 
when the Senate assembled for organization at 
noon. Someof the brethren were barely civil 
to their party associates, Senator Reaville, 
who belongs to the minority faction, remained 
away, and as if pairi with him Senator 
Craig of the majority faction absented him- 
self also.. The Democrats therefore did not 
muster more than twenty-seven votes on any 
of the test ballots, As some of them are 
rather superstitious this was regarded as 
ominous. Things went badly with them other- 
wise. They were unable to obtain one of the 
Supreme Court Judges to administer the oath 
of office. They had to be content with alocal 
Judge, Senator O’Conor, the leader of the 
minority and the ablest man among the Dem- 
ocrats, was missed in the me i for seats. 
Senator Bogardus quickly took advan of 
the fact and invited the Senator from La Salle 
to take a seat on the Republican side among 
his intellectual equals. 

The afternoon session brought on a squab- 
ble among the Democrats about appointment 
of a janitor. Senator Reed Green protested 
against the slight which the majority faction 
soughtto put on the Lieutenant-Governor- 
elect by taking from him this petty piece of 
patronage, but Senator Allen was disposed to 
insist on retaining the appointment. The Re- 
publican Senators laughed at the episode, and 
Senator Caldwell was obliged to withdraw the 
name of the majority faction’s man for the 
time being. 

The members of the minority Democratic 
faction are trying to repress their feelings 
pending the make-up of committees. If 
they are not treated in what they consider to 
be a fair manner there is likely to be an ex- 
plosion. In putting Senator Coppinger in 
nominetion for President pro tem. of the 
Senate Niehaus of Peoria indulged in some 
rhetoric about union of the Democratic 
Hercules of Chicago with the fair daughter of 
the South. Senator Noonan said yesterday, 
commenting on this, that if the fair daughter 
of the South indulged her shrewish temper 
and unconstant tendencies much longer the 
Hercules of Chicago would soon apply for a 
divorce. 

Lieut.-Gov. Ray called the Senate to order. 

After prayer by the Rev. Preston Wood Sen- 
ator Higbee of Pike offered a resolution nam- 
ing as temporary officers the Democratic 
caucus nominees of last night. Senator Bass 
of Cook offered as a substitute the names of 
the Republican caucus nominees. The substi- 
tute was lost by a vote of 27 to 22. The orig- 
inal resolution was adopted by a similar vote. 

A committee escorted Circuit Judge Fouke 
to the President's dais, ald the newly elected 
Senators took the oath of office. They are:

Nominations for President pro tempore be- 
ing called for, Senator Niehaus placed in vom- 
ination John W. Coppinger (Dem.) of Madi- 
son. Senator Bacon of Edgar nominated H. 
H. Evans (Rep.) of Kane County. The vote 
resulted in 27 to 22 in favor of Senator Cop- 
pinger who thanked the Senate for the honor. 

Democratic caucus nominees for per- 
manent officers were elected. The Rev

The President announced that he would ap- 
point Jacob Edwards attendant in the Demo- 
cratic cloak-room, Archie Ward attendant in 
the Republican cloak-room, and Abner Nay- 
lor temporary janitor of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor’s room. Senator Wells inquired by 
what right Edwards was named, as the reso- 
lution called for the appointment of some one 
recommended by the Democratic Senators. 
and saying that some of the Democratic Sen- 
ators had never heard of Edwards. Senator 
Caldwell explained that he had a petition for 
the appointment of Edwards, which was 
signed by fifteen Democratic Senators, a ma- 
jority, and had given it to the President, who 
thereupon named Edwards. The appointment 
was withdrawn and Senator Caldweil with- 
drew the petition. The Senate re ed to 
meet-with the House at 11 a. m. tomorow to 
canvass the vote cast for State officers at the 
recent election, and an adjournment was taken 
to 10 a, m. tomorrow.

Then the Legislators Will Draw Their Pay 
and Prepare fer the Inauguration of 
Altgeld—Senator Berry’s School Text- 
Book Bill—Contest for the Third Rail- 
road Commission P of the 
Bills That Will Be Presented Early in 
the Session, 

Sprinertatp, II., Jan. 4.—|Special.]—At 
11 tomorrow morning both Houses will meet 
in joint session and canvass the vote of the 
State cast at the November election, A com- 
mittee will be appointed to wait on the officers- 
elect and notify them of the result. Capt. 
James H. Farrell will be the Chairman of the 
House com mittee, 

In the morning committees already ap- 
pointed will wait on Gov, Fifer and tell him 
officially that both Houses have met, effected 
permanent organizations, and are ready 
receive any communications he has to make. 
Gov. Fifer will send in his message and it will 
be read. A flood of bills, of all kinds and 
characters, a few good meritorious measures, 
more of an indifferent nature, and a lot of 
blood letters will come in. 

The members will with few exceptions go 
down to the Treasurer’s office and draw $150 
each so as to have a little immediate money 
with which to tide over Sunday. One bundred 
dollars of thisamount represents twenty days’ 
pay at a per diem of $5, drawn in advance, 
The fifty represents a stationery allowance 
which is invariably commuted and taken in 
cash, Friday night the whole Legislature will 
go home, returning Monday night. 

Tuesday at 2 in the afternoon the new ad- 
ministration will be inaugurated. The tes- 
tivities incident to the occasion will be on a 
mammoth scalg. The State House is to be il- 
luminated at night with all kinds of lights, 
and there are going to be doings. The Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. Altgeld, Congressmen-at- 
Large Black and Hunter will receive the pop- 
ulace in the executive office, Campaign 
clubs, marehing clubs, hickory clubs, and 


bands galore are coming to assist in the 
‘“‘whooping up.” Adlai Stevenson, Vice- 
President-elect, will be here. 

In honor of this occasion Springfield will 
rise equal to the emergency and do itself 
proud. The hotelkeepers anticipate a short 
season of great prosperity, and the liquor 
dealers are employing extra help, extending 
their bars, and putting up a great many pack- 
ages, known to the trade as “shelf goods, 
pints and half pints. 


FOR UNIFORM SCHOOL TEXT-BOOKS. 
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Senator Berry's Bill Meant to Remedy Ex- 
isting Evils. 

SprineFizcp, III., Jan. 4.—Senator O. W. 
Berry of Hancock, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Education last session, and 
who expects to be a member of that commit- 
tee this session, has drafted a text-book bill. 
The bill provides that the text-books of all the 
public schools shall be uniform. On or be- 
fore Aug. 1, 1893, and each five years there- 
after, the County Judge of each county shall 


practical and experienced teachers in the pub- 
lic schools, and not more than two of whom 
shall be from any one political party, who, 
together with the County Superintendent of 
Schools, shall constitute the School Text- Book 
Board for that county. 

The School Text-Book Board shall adver- 
tise in at least three newspapers published in 
Illinois or an adjoining State for text-books 
and other supplies, stating the classes and 
grades and the approximate quantity that will 
be needed by the public schools. The con- 
tract shall be awarded to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, taking into consideration the qual- 
ity and material used, illustrations, binding, 
and all other things that go to make up a de- 
sirable text-book. The board may reject any 
or all bids and readvertise. The bill con- 
tinues: 

It shall be unlawful for the said School Text- 

Board to displace or change any text-book 
that has been regularly adopted in any school 
district before the expirauon of three years from 
the date of such adoption, unless authorized to 
do so by a majority of the electors of said district 
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tion, due notice of said proposition to displace or 
e said text-book having been included in 
the notice of said regular meeting. 

Any 2 desiring to furnish books or su 
plies shall, at the time of filing bis bid, deposit in 
the office of the County Superintendent of Schools 
samples of all text-books included in the bid, ac- 
companied with lists giving the lowest wholesale 
and contract price for the same. 

The School ‘Text-Book Board shall require of 
any person or persons with whom they contract 
for furnishing any books or supplies, to enter into 
a good and sufficient bondinsuch sum and with 
such conditions as sureties as may be required by 
such board for the faithful performance of any 
such contract. 

No text-book shall be prescribed in pursuance 
of the provisions of said act unless the publishers 
shall have first filed with the County Superin- 
tendent of Schouls a guarantee of its prices, qual- 
ity, and permanence of supply for five years. to- 
gether with a bond for the faithfal compliance 
with said guarantee. conditioned in such as the 
County Text-Book Board may determine and ap- 
prove. 

The County Superintendent of Schools shall be 
ex-officio Chairman of said County Text-Book 
Board and shail furnish each school district a 
list of the text-hbooks selected and prescribed in 
pursuance of the provisions of this act. which list 
shall be posted by the district ¢lerks in their re- 
spective sclrooclhouses, and said list shall com- 
prise the only legal text-book of the schools of 
the said county; and it is hereby required of the 
School Boards to conform to said lists in 
the text-books prescribed for use of . théir 
schools. The members of the said 
School Text-Book Board shall each 
receive $2 per day for each day actually employed 
in the discharge of the duties of the office, except 
the Superintendent of Schools, who shall receive 
the same pay as is now allowed by law for school 
work, such compensation, together with the neces- 
sary cost of advertising provided for in this act 
shall be paid out of the county funds of said 
county upon an order duly certified by the Chair- 
man and Secretary of said board. 

Chicago is excepted from the operations of 
the bill by a provision that the act shall not 
apply to counties having 100,000 population or 
more, 


TO AMEND THE CRIMINAL CODE, 


Death Penalty for Burglars Captured with 
Weapons in Their Possession Proposed. . 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 4.—Senator Niehaus 

of Peoria expects to introduce bills in the 
Senate remedying in many details the crimi- 
nallaws of the State. Under the present law 
witnesses in criminal cases after leaving the 
State cannot be returned, and Senator Niehaus 
hopes ti secure an amendment whereby wit- 
nesses can be forcibly brought back. It will 
be necessary for other States to pass laws 
with similar clausés_in order to reach the de- 
sired end. Another matter which will receive 
attention will be the sentencing of criminals. 
The proposed bill will provide that the 
jury in a criminal case will simply 
pass upon the guilt of the defendant and the 
presiding judge will fix the penalty. As the 
criminal law now operates the prosecution 
cannot introduce testimony tending to prove 
the bad character of the defendant unless the 
defendant first seeks to prove his good charac- 
ter. Senator Niehaus’ bill will repeal this 
section of the criminal code. 

Senator Ferguson of Whiteside intends to 

introduce a bill amending the criminal code. 

He thinks a burglar captured with weapons in 

his possession should receive on conviction 

the death penalty, and his bill will provide for 
this among other things.

Sprinerierp, III., Jan. 4.—[ Special. |—Rep- 
resentative Erickson will introduce tomorrow 
at the request of the Chicago Board of Educa- 
tion a bill to énable School Boards in cities to 
condemn property for school sites under the 
law of eminent domain, such proceedings to 


be in the name of the city in trust for the use 


of the schools, The bill also authorizes cities 
to issue bonds for the purpose of building, fur- 
nishing, and school-houses; for pur- 
chasing sites for the same, and to provide for 
the payment of said bonds; to borrow money 
for school purposes upon the credit of the city. 
It further provides that all conveyances of 
real estate shall be made to, and the title of 
all such as shall be acquired by condemnation, 
shall vest in, the city, in trust, for the use of 
schools; and no sale of real estate, or interest 
thereon, used. for school purposes, or held in 
trust for schools, shall be made except by the 
City Council upon the written request of such 
Board of Education. 


NO COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW, 


It Is Rumored Democrats Will Simply Re- 
peal the Edwards Act, 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Jan. 4.—[ Special. — There 
is a good deal of comment here today concern- 
ing the action of the Democratic Senatorial 
caucus last evening in adopting Mr. Thiele’s 
resolution for the unconditional repeal of the 
Edwards Compulsory Education law without 
at the same time suggesting any measure to 
take its place. It is more than intimated that 
the Democrats do not intend to pass a com- 
pulsory law in any form after they have re- 
moved the Edwards law from the statute 
book. Some assert that Gov. Aitgeld will try 
to have a simple Compulsory Education law 
passed, while others declare he will not dare 
run counter to the views of the Bourbon Dem- 
ocratic legislators from Central IIlinois. The 
Republicans are merely observant on this 
question just now.

Fifer Ready to Step Out as Soon as 
Gov.-Elect Altgeld Arrives. 


SprinecFiz pd, III., Jan. 4. — [Special. — Gov. 
Fifer is ready to give the custody of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion to Gov. Altgeld at any time. 
Gov. Altgeld is expected here in a day or two. 
Mrs. Fifer and daughter go to Chicago to- 
nightror tomorrow, and Gov. Fifer will come 
to the Leland as soon as Gov. Altgeld arrives 
with his family.

GOOD ROADS ARE WANTED. 


Illinois Supervisors and Commissioners 
Wilt Work for Them. 


Cuampaiay, II., Jan. 4,—[Special.]—The 
convention of Supervisors and County Com- 
missioners of Iilinois was attended by a large- 
ly increased number of delegates today. A 
resolution mending the Legislature to 80 
amend the law it require State At- 
torneys to report the earnings and receipts of 
their offices to the county boards semi-annu- 
ally ahd under oath was adopted. A _ resolu- 
tion was also adopted recommending the 
amendment of the new election law by strik- 
ing out that portion which provides for publica- 
tion of the official ticket in newspapers. A reso- 
lution recom mending that professional tramps 
be imprisohed and that their profession be 
considered felony was rejected. 

Charles D. Strode of Charleston addressed 
the convéntion on equitable taxation, the prin- 
cipal point made relating to evasion of taxa- 
tion by notes and mortgages. Prof. I. O. 
Baker of the University of Illinois read a val- 
uable paper on methods and laws looking to 
the improvement of highways and bridges. 
The points embraced are as fullows: 

First—That the Supervisors do all they can to 
assist the National League for Improved High- 
ways in securing a national road exhibit at the 
Columbian Exposition, and in enlisting the rail- 
roads of the country in the improvement of 
wagon roads as feeders to their system. 

Second—That the Supervisors oppose the propo- 
sition of the National League for the establish- 
ment of a road department or of a road bureau at 
Washington. 

Third—That the Legislature be urged to create a 
State Highway Commission to revise and consol- 
idate the laws rolat to ovunstruction and im- 
provement of the and public highways of 
the Commonwealth aud to consider the advisa- 
bility and practicability of the State assisting in 
the construction of the same, with power to pre- 
pare and present a bill providing for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of high-class roads. 

Fourtb— That the individual Supervisors do all 
within their power to persuade the citizens of the 
several townships to avail themselves of the op- 
tion of the present law and change from the labor 
road tax system to the cash system, snd to em- 
ploy only laborers skilled in road making; that 
there should be legislative enactment regulating 
the width of the tires of wheels; that every effort 
be made to secure the submission at the next 
general election of a road amendment to our Con- 
stitution similar to the drainage amendment; 
that a law secured either for the 
appointment of a competent State engineer 
who shall advise the county and town officials 
concerning the plans submitted for highway 
bridges and inspect them after completion, or 
that a law be secured for the licensing, after an ex- 
amination to determine their competency of a 
number of bridgt experts, one of whom shall be 
employed by the county and town officials to advise 
with them concerning the erection of all bridges 
over twenty feet span. 

The delegates took cars on the electric 
street railway and spent part of the afternoon 
in visiting the various departments of the 
University of Illinois.

THE SCHOOL BOARD SENDS BACK THE 
DESK OONTRAOT REPORT. 


A Reconsideration of Its Action Is Taken 
Upon Motion of Mr. Boldenweck; and 
the Committee Is Asked to Readvertise 
for Bids and to Let the Job to the Low- 
est Figurer—Labor Representatives Re- 
Jolce Over the Slap at the Trust-Other 
School Matters. 


At the earliest opportunity the Board of 
Education at its meeting last evening recon- 
sidered the vote by which the report of the 
Committee on Grounds and Buildings, recom- 
mending that the contract for desks be award- 
ed to the United States School Furniture com- 
pany, was adopted, and aftera lively discus- 
on recommitted the report on a vote of 16 

The representatives of several labor organ- 
izations that are opposing the United States 
company, commoaly known as the trust, were 
on hand. The representatives of the Ameri- 
can Desk and Seating company, that was the 
lowest bidder, were also on hand. The repre- 
sentatives of union labor appeared for 75,000 
union men in Chicago and 150,000 in Illinois.

After the communications had been dis- 
posed of President McLaren announced that 
the next order of business was petitions, and 
the clerk read the folluwing: 


Petition of Toilers. 

To the Officers and Members of the Board of 
Education—Gentlemen: The undersigned, repre- 
senting many thousand citizens and taxpayers of 
the City of Chicago, hereby enter their emphatic 
protest against awarding the contract for the 

lying of school furniture to the United States 


sons: 

First—The — bid is more than 50 cents a 
desk higher than what was paid twelve months 
ago. s represents a loss of over $10,000 a year 
on the contract alone. 

Second—The United States School Furniture 
company, to which the contract was about to be 
let, is known to be a trust or combination, and its 
existence is in violation of the statates of the 
State of Illinois and the laws of the General 
Government, as well as opposed to all principles 
of right and equi. 

Third—The k selected has been demonstrat- 
ed to be unsatisfactory to a large number of the 
voters; and — 1 of Chicago because of 
methods pursued in its manufacture. 

Fourth—The publication of the time of the 
letting the contract was not given sufficient pub- 
licity to reach parties interested; therefore many 
manufacturers have been unable to com for 
this work. Thousands of dollars could be saved 
your honorable — and much better supplies 
obtained by reconsidering said award. 

Fifth-In view of the fact that the contract was 
not let to the lowest bidder criticism on the part 
of the press and taxpayers has been aro in 
consequence thereof, and your petitioners ask for 
a reconsideration of said award on the grounds 
above set fort. i 

Sixth— The specifications under which the 
award is about to be let do not require a satisfac- 
tory guarantee asto quality or workmanship be 
yond aeceptance of goods, while other competi- 
tors guarantée to replace defective goods fora 
period of years. This item alone means the 
saving of many thousands of dollars yearly. 

Seventh—The desk selected is known to bean 
infringement on patents held by outside or inde- 
pendent manufacturers, and litigation with its at- 
tondant cost will be entailed upon the city for 
royalties. 

ighth —We appeal to you as business-men, rep- 
resenting the interests of the taxpayers of this 
city, to repress the formation of trusts and com- 
bines, which not only stifle healthy competition, 
but cause inferior goods to be substituted for su- 
verior at a much higher figure. 

Coming, as this appeal does, from citizens and 
taxpayers, your petitioners have confidence that 
your honorable body will give this protest due 
and sufficient consideration.

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FIRE INSURANCE 


The Explesion Revives the Natural Gas 
Question—The Damage Is Small. 

The chief topic on La Salle street late in the 
day was the fire and explosion in the Donohue 
& Henneberry Building. The accident, it is 
claimed, was due to the leaking of a natural 
gas pipe, and for that reason caused consider- 
able excitement among the underwriters. 

When natural gas was introduced here the 
question came up as to the course insurance 
agents were to pursue in regard to it; whether 
policies should contain a special clause grant- 
ing permission for its use, or whether it should 
be treated as other material for fuel or other 
gases and have no provision made for it. 

Yesterday’s 3 therefore revives the 
question with added force and significance. 

The loss oceasioned by the explosions and 
fire will not be — if the estimate of the 
Superintendent of the insurance patrol can 
be depended upon. He puts the total loss to 
Donohue & Henneberry at $1,500. The mem- 
bers of the firm, however, claim that they are 
damaged to the amount of $15,000 or $20,000, 
and if the printing presses in the basement are 
22 this estimate may be more than 
doubled. 

The insurance carried was on the building, 
the machinery, and the contents in amounts 
about equally distributed. The-total insur- 
ance was $300,000, It was placed by R. S. 
Critchell & Co. and was distributed among all 
the companies. Mr. Critchell refused to give 
the list of companies and the amount of in- 
surance carried by each.

Judson of the Economic Gas 
company was seen last evening he said: 

„As yet I am not in possession of facts 
which may be depended upon with certainty. 
I have sent out men who are now making a 
thorough investigation of the matter, and 
until their report is submitted I have 
nothing definite to say in regard 
to it. There was a quantity of benzine stored 
in the vault, and I clit 
this had more to do with the explosion than 
did the gas. However, whoever isto blame 
will stand the | incurred. Should the in- 
vestigation show that the Economic Gas com-

Mr. Donohue’s Story. 

Michael A. Donohue, senior member of the 
firm, said: 

I was in my office here on the sixth floor 
when one of the clerks told me that there was 
afire in the basement. I got up and saw 
Isaac, the elevator man, standing in the door- 
way looking like a ghost. I ran to the ele- 
vator and told him to let me down without 
stopping for any one, and down we went, 
leaving people on every landing curs- 
ing the elevator man for not stop- 
ping for them. ran 
basement and was told the fire was in the 
vault, but before I got to it the first explosion 
occurred, and then I told everybody to get out 
for their lives and did the same myself. 

When I got outside 1 still did not com- 
prehend the character of the fire, but when I 
saw the firemen driving the people away by 
turning the stream on them I concluded it 
was soaiething serious. I cannot tell the 
amount of damage yet. There are about 340, 
000 worth of presses in the south basement 
but I cannot tell what damage has been done 
to them until tomorrow. There is nothing of 
acombustible nature in the vault except the 
boxes-in which the metal plates are stored. It 
was probably the boxes burning that made 
— smoke that came up through the side- 
walk. 

When the work of the firemen was finished 
and it was deemed safe to reénter the build- 
ing Mr. Donohue made an examination of the 
basement as well as he could without the use 
of lights, as it was not thought safe to strike a 
light where the inflammable gas haddone so 
much terrible work. There were about twelve 
mehes of water in the basement, and the fires 
were quenched in the engines and furnaces, 
He got a fire engine to work pump- 
ing out the water and instructed 
the engineers and firemen to start the fires as 
soon as they could. The doors on every floor 
were broken open and all the windows were 
knocked out of the south half of the building 
so that it could not be closed, and it was 
deemed best not to do so, that all traces of 
the gas might escape. 

A guard of eight policemen was putin the 
building and a force of workmen were 
direc to clean up the premises as well as 
they could.

Close Estimate of the Vote Gives Mitchell 
Thirty-two, Which Is Ten Less than 
Needed to Elect—Knight and Bragg 
Seem Confident—Pratt Is Posing for an 
Accident, but Nearly All Agree That if 
a Deadlock Results the Lightning Will 
Eventually Strike the Governor. 

Mabtsox, Wis., Jan. 4.—[Special.]—In an- 
ticipation of an ũnusually lively session, espe- 
cially until after the Senatorial contest is 
ended, this city is makmg great preparations 
for the Legislature which meets next Wednes- 
day. It being the first time that some of the 
ambitious Democratic leaders have had a 
chance to capture a rich plum they propose to 
take every advantage of the opportunity of 
securing it. When Senator Vilas was elected 
the position was conceded to him in advance, 
consequently he had a walkover. 

Conditions are different now. With a clear 
Democratic majority of forty-three in the As- 
sembly and no one man having a monopcly of 
claims on the party, candidates are bobbing 
up all over the State. At present, however, 
the names and demands of only three men 
call for more than passing. consideration. 
They are Congressman John L. Mitchell of 
Milwaukee, Gen. E. S. Bragg of Fond du Lac, 
and Col. J. H. Knight of Ashland. To all ap- 
perrances now the prize will go to one of 
them, but which one no speculators on polit- 
ical fortunes displays sufficient courage to 
predict. None of them have put in an ap- 
pearance here as yet. Neither are any of their 
lieutenants on the ground. They have all se- 
cured rooms at the Park Hotel and will open 
headquarters there next Monday. 

Mr. Mitchell and his chiefs, State Senator 
J. W. Murphy and J. A. Walker of Milwaukee, 
are expected to reach Madison not later than 
Saturday. Gen, Bragg and Senator Samuel 
M. Smead of Fond du Lac, who is conducting 
his campaign, will arrive Sunday,. and Col. 
Knight is booked to get in early Monday 
morning. He will be accompanied by Clar- 
ence Snyder and Senator J. T. Kingston Jr.

South Dakota Legislature Favors That Dis- 
position of the Liquor Question.

Arpany, N. I., Jan. 4.—[Special.]—The 
Democratic caucus for United States Senator 
was officially called by the Caucus committee 
for Tuesday night next, and the Legislature 
took a recess to Monday night.

New York’s patronage amounts 
to many millions of dollars annually and this 
Hill desires to capture completely, that the 
wheels of his machine may be well oiled.

DR. LOOMIS AGAIN VISITS MR. BLAINE. 


Result of His Visit Not Given Out, but His 
Patient Is No Worse, 

Wasuinctor, D. C., Jan. 4—[Special. ]— 
When the limited express from New York 
rolled into the Pennsylvania depot this even- 
ing among the passengers who alighted from 
the train was Dr. Loomis, the expert on 
Bright’s disease, who was called to Washing- 
ton recently when Mr. Blaine suffered 
his relapse. It was a few minutes 
after 9 o’clock when Dr. Loomis 
reached the Blaine mansion tonight and he 
found awaiting him Drs. Johnston and Hyatt. 
For more than two hours the trio ot doctors 
held a consultation regarding the condition of 
Mr. Blaine, but declined to issue a bulletin of 
any kind at the conclusion of their confer- 
ence. Dr. Loomis, accompanied by Dr. 
Johnston, returned to the Arlington; where 
they were seen by a representative of Taz 
Tripune shortly before midnight. 

“There is no necessity for any sensational 
importance to be attached to the visit of Dr. 
Loomis at this time,” said Dr. Johnston. 
He has been intending to visit Mr. Blaine 
for several days past and found time this 
afternoon to take the train for Washington. 
Naturally enough he notified Dr. Hyatt and 
myself of his intention in the matter and re- 
quested us to meet him in the sick-room of 
our patient. So far as Mr. Blaine’s condition 
is concerned there has been no change today 
from what I have stated for a week past. He 
was brighter than usual this morning when I 
called upon him, as is my daily custom, and 
took the usual quantity of nourishment.

HOW SHALL THE T BE GOT RID OF! 

The Dependent P law of 1890, which 
has swelled the number of names on the rolls 
to a million, contains some provisions charac- 
terized by reckless generosity rather than by a 
sentiment of just gratitude. The law provides 


is now suffering from a mental or physical 
disability of a permanent character not the 
result of his own vicious habits, which ma- 
pacitates him for the performance of manual 
labor, in such a degree as to be unable to 

2 support, may get a pension of from $6 to $12 
a month according to the degree of inability. 
It is not necessary that the disability should 
be due to wounds received or sickness con- 
tracted in the service. He may be crippled 
because he was run over by a team long after 
the war, still he gets his pension. Though he 
may never have fired a shot, though he may 
never have gone outside the boundaries of his 
own State, still he gets a pension. 

The law provides also that the widow of a 
man who has served nihety days, who is left 
without other means of support than her daily 
labor, shall get $8 a month and $2 extra for 
every child under 16. This widow may be 
able to support herself without difficulty. Yet 
she is given $8 a month simply because she is 
the widow of a man who was called into serv- 
ice for three months, and who was not injured 
in the least by that service, while another 
woman whose need is greater receives no as- 
sistance from the government. 

Such provisions as these, even if construed 
with the greatest strictness, would carry grati- 
tude to soldiers farther than ever before. They 
seem, however, to have been construed with 
considerable laxity. The minimum rate is 
$6 and the maximum $12, The average rate 
paid to the male pensioners is about $10, while 
it should not be over 68. The Pension Office 
has been excessively liberal. it has preferred 
to give the larger rather than the smaller 
sum. The result is that there are men on the 
rolls receiving $12 a mofith who never fired a 
shot, who never did ‘anything to injure the 
enemy, who never saw a Confederate soldier, 
and whose health today is just as good as it 
would have been had they never been mus- 
tered into the service, It is an outrage on the 
taxpayers that such things should be. 

No one grudges the real soldiers what they 
are receiving. No one would lift a finger to 
take from the men who fought and marched, 
who knew wounds, imprisonment, hunger, and 
disease those pensions which a grateful coun- 
try is glad to give them. But there are tens 
of thousands, déadbeats and frauds, eating 
up the substance of the taxpayers who are in 
no sense veterans, and who do not deserve 
pensions. It is known that under the older 
and more rigid laws men managed by hook 
or by crook t6 get pensions, though not enti- 
tied to them. Under the new lax laws, laxly 
administered, every man who was ever mus- 
tered into the service, or, if he is dead, his 
wife, is invited to step up and get a pension, 
and a liberal Pension Office takes care to 
make it near the maximum. 

The difficulty 18, how are the tares to be 
pulled up without destroying the wheat, 
lest while ye gather up the tares ye root up 
also the wheat with them’? How are the 
names of these unworthy pensioners to be 
stricken from the rolls without harming those 
who really deserve well of the republic? The 
problem will have to be settled soon, for 
when the taxpayers see that many of those 
whom they support are better off than they 
themselves are on the average they will let 
their resentment varry them too far. 


A COMPULSORY 


POSSIBLE. 

The housekeepers. of Chicago may have been 
frightened when they readin yesterday’s Tan- 
ung the bili which has been prepared by Rep- 
resentative O'Donnell of this city. They may 
have discussed the advisability of sending a 
deputation to Springfield to beg him not to 
put through a measure which would add an- 
other sorrow to the woes of mistresses. 

The bill in question provides that after July 
1 of this year eight hours of labor between 
the rising and setting of the sun shall be a 
legal day’s work in ail mechanical trades, 
arts, and employments, whether the work is 
done for private individuals or for the public. 
The only persons excepted are those working 
on farms, and those who make written con- 
tracts to be employed for one or more years. 
The hours of labor are to be between 8 and 5, 
except when an agreement is made tò work 
men in relays or shifts. It is made a misde- 
meanor for any person to hire or to be hired 
in violation of the provisions of this act. 
Both those who agree to work more than eight 
hours a day and those with whom the agree- 
ment is made are liable for the first offense to 
a fine not exceeding a hundred dollars. Hard- 
ened offenders may be both fined and jailed 
for not more than a year. 

At present the hours of domestic serviee be- 
gin at 6 in the morning or earlier and end at 
8 or later. The labor is not continuous nor 
generally severe, but it stretches over the en- 
tire day. If Mr. O'Donnell had the regula. 
tion of affairs those who now hire one servant 
would, in order to get the work done, have to 
employ one from’6 to 2 and another from 2 to 
10, for the girl who began work at 8 would 
have to quit at 5, before supper or dinner was 
cooked, or be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

The housekeepers need not distress them- 
selves. Were such a bill to pass, the Supreme 
Court would snuff it out contemptuously. For 
that reason it is doubtful whether the Legis- 
lature will be guilty of passing such an ab- 
surd measure. The Supreme Court would de- 
clare it unconstitutional, ‘because the Legis- 
lature has no right to dictate to a mau at what 
he shall work, how long be shall work, or 
what pay he shall get for his work. In this 
country all those things are outside the juris- 
diction of the State. An omnipotent Parlia- 
ment may fix rates of wages, and it can pass 
an eight-hour or a seven-hour law, and make 
aWiolation of its terms a misdemeanor or a 
crime. No American State Legislature can 
do that for persons who have come to years of 
discretion. The Legislature can regulate the 
hours of work of minors. It can prevent 
their employment in hazardous occppations. 
It can also regulate workshops, factories, and 
mines in order to secure the health or life of 
those working in them. There its power 
stops. 

The American workingman or workmg- 
woman owns his or her whole time, and has a 
right to sell as much of it for as much money 
as seems best. The workinginan’s time is his 
property, and he cannot be deprived of it by 
the Legislature without compensation. He 
has full capacity to make a contract dispos- 
ing of eight hours a day, or nine or ten if he 
sees fit. His ability to make a contract can- 
not be impaired by any legislative act. The 
Legislature can do this: It can provide that 
where one man makes an agreement to work 
for the other by the day, without specifying 
the number of hours, the number shail 
be understood to be exght. Thus, the Legis-

If the Legislature thinks eight 
bours enough for the clerks in the State House 
it has full power to make such a regulation. 
It cannot force private parties to imitate its 
example. Hours of labor must regulate them- 
selves. They have grown shorter in this 
country, not owing to law, but owing to 
agreements between employer and employé. 
As labor becomes more competent and pro- 
ductive the hours become shorter. Trades 
unions fight to reduce them and employers to 
keep them as they were. The latter slowly 
lose ground. 

Of course the motives of those workingmen 
who want a compulsory eight-hour law passed 
are plain enough. They think that shorter 
hours will make employment for more peo- 
ple. If such a law were enforceable it would 
make more work, but at lower wages. The 
less each one did the less he would get. It is 
useless, however, to speak of the enforcement 
of such a measure, because it is in violation 
of the constitutional rights of American citi- 
zens. 


THE WAY TO HURRY UP CONGRESS. 

A member of the Illinois Legislature has 
drafted a joint resolution declaring that— 

It is the sense of this Assembly that a bill should 
be passed by our Federal Congress limiting the 
tenure of the office of the President of the United 
States of America by any Chief Executive to one 
term of four years, and that any person serving in 
the capacity of President of the United States 
for a full term or a part of a term shall be in- 
eligible to election or reslection to said office. 

It does not seem to have occurred to the 
author that Congress cannot pass a bill mak- 
ing a President ineligible for reélection. To 
secure that reform it will be necessary to 
amend the Constitution, which says that a 
person shall be ineligible for the Presidency 
only when he is not a natural born citizen or 
under 35 years of age. Congress cannot add 
another cause of ineligibility. Therefore this 
joint resolution ought to be amended. 

It should be revised so as to ask Congress 
to submit to the States amendments to the 
Constitution lengthening the term of the Presi- 
dent and making him ineligible for immediate 
reélection; lengthening the term of House 
members to three years and changing the date 
of meeting; and also changing the manner of 
electing the President, Other States whose 
Legislatures meet this month should do the 
same thing. There are twenty-nine of them. 
If the thirty were to call on Congress to sub- 
mit to the people one or more of the above- 
mentioned amendments, that body would do 
so.. It takes the coneurrence of thirty-three 
States to ratify an amendment, but if thirty 
were to unite this winter in asking for an op- 
portunity to ratify any proposition, Congress 
would act at once. Otherwise it will be slow 
to move because its members will say that 
there has been no expression of public sent 
ment and that therefore the people are indif- 
ferent. The State Legislatures should speak 
out and Congress will | heed their voice, 
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THE CANTON DELUSION. 

The delusion which gathered around the 
window of a Catholic church at Canton, Minn., 
has been dispelled by prompt action on the 
part of the Bishop of the diocese and his im- 
mediate superior. Those dignitaries did well 
to act so quickly in putting a stop to exhibi- 
tions of ignorance and superstition which 
ought not to have a place in the history of any 
times since the close Uf the dark ages. That 
a piece of glass could have been widely cre4- 
ited with the power of performing miraculous 
cures of disease, making whole the lame, halt, 
blind, and other impotent folk, as Christ is re- 
ported in the gospels to have done some 1,860 
years ago, is a sad evidence of in- 
tellectual darkness brought to this country 
from Europe by immigrant peasants whose 
benighted mmds are incapable of close think- 
ing or accurate reasoning. The redeeming 
feature of the affair lies in the fact that the 
authorities of the diocese do not tolerate the 
imposition. Such things may have been 
winked at in other countries, but if so it was 
only in concession to the blindness and super 
stition of the masses, for educated priests can- 
not accept such stuff, nor does the church re- 
quire them to believe it. Miracle-making in 
these days is nota papal dogma, The head 
of the Catholic Church does not claim that the 

aws of nature are set aside for the miraculous 
cure of ignorant and half-witted members of 
the community. 

The persons who accepted the Canton hum- 
bug are not the only ones who are foolish in 
supposing that tke cure of bodily ailments can 
be effected by other than the workings of nat- 
ural law. The world has always contained at 
least a plentiful sprinkling of impostors will- 
ing to make money out of the credulous, and 
is not free from that element today, in spite 
of what some people suppose to be a general 
spread of enlightenment during the last few 
years. The CatholicChurch is far from being 
the only field in which the imposition is prac- 
ticed. The faith cure and much of the Chris- 
tian science delusion are fully as bad in fact 
as the one at Canton. They are worse in 
effect, because finding dupes among minds 
which some regard as of a superior order to 
those which accept blindly the story of 
miracle working by means of a pane of glass 
oran old bone. But the Catholic Church is 
the peculiar stamping ground of the miracle 
workers, and its highest dignitaries would do 
well to take more public issue against them 
than they have thus far seen fit to do. The 
church as an entity may not encourage these 
things, but it permits them and even givesa 
semi-sanction to them in the older countries 
of Europe. If the Catholic claim be true that 
the Pope has received the keys of the kingdom 
by regular succession from Peter, who received 
them from Christ, and if the possession of those 
keys carries with it-any miraculous power then 
only the Pope is commissioned to perform 
miracles or to confer that awful, tremendous 
power upon particular persons. It is now ad- 
mitted, by those who are supposed to be ina 
position to know, that he has not conferred 
such power upon any one at Canton or upon 
any object there. But it is fair to ask if that 
Canton window is entitled to any more respect 
than is a brazen image in Canada, a spring 
of water in France, a relic in Belgium, or the 
blood of St. Januarius at Naples. Did the 
Pope confer this power upon the Pittsburg 
priest who pretended to have such an intimate 
acquaintance with the Great Ruler of the Uni- 
verse that he was able to cure the half-witted 
persons in that region who dropped coin into 
his hat? And has the claim of that priest 
been repudiated since his death left his 
patients to relapse into the oli state of dis- 
ease, not a single one of them having received 
a permanent benefit? 

The Protestants discarded the whole of this 
miracle delusion several centuries ago, though 
some of them still hold to a lingering belief 
in special providences and answers to prayer 
offered by very holy, impeccable persons or 
perfectionists. But all the evidence of our 
senses and the light cast upon the subject by 
the study of pathology, physiology, and anat- 
omy, as well as all experience outside the do 
main of strictly scientific investigation, point 
to the austere fact that the human body is 
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cret of Ne and its cause, and 
from that reason up to its appropriate remedy 
in particular cases, But the remedy will not 


sense of that sort, Nature does not effect 
cures by those agencies, nor recognize them 
as of any more value than were the exorcisms 
said to have been vainly uttered by those who 
wanted to compete with the Apostles soon 
after the latter had received their commission 
from the Master, 


NEW YORK AND MICHIGAN AT THE FAIR. 

There are two States, New York and Michi- 
gan, which have been treated most shame- 
fully in the matter of representation at the 
World’s Fair. The fault does not rest with 
the officials of the Fair, however. They have 
been anxious to give these two important 
States the same advantages as every other 
State, and more than anxious, because by 
virtue of their resources and their wealth they 
should have contributed largely to the success 
of the Fair. The fault rests absolutely with 
the authorities of the two States, They have 
treated their citizens shamefully, in the one 
case through prejudice, in the other through 
partisan stingmess and stupidity. 

At this late day an effort is being made in 
each of these States to repair the mischief 
that has been wrought, and if possible to pre- 
sent their exhibits in creditable style. In 
New York, Gov, Flower has appreciated the 


necessity of more money and more activity.) 


In his message to the Legislature he reminds ’ 
| ganizations with the less conservative ones 


the members that While the State Commis- 
sioners have made efforts to secure a particu- 
larly fine representation of the State’s re- 
sources: it cannot be done witbout more 
money, and that they will need at least 
$300,000 to complete their work properly. It 
is probable, aithough the Governor recom- 
mends an appropriation of that amount, that 
the Democratic Legislature will seek to cut it 
down. In that case the public-spirited citi- 
zens of the metropolis should come to the 
rescue and make good any deficiency occa- 
sioned by partisan prejudice. It will be not 
less than a calamity to the great, rich State of 
New York if it is not properly represented at 
the Fair. 

Michigan has been treated even worse than 
New York at the hands of its recent Demo- 
cratic administration and its recent picayun- 
ish, small-bore Governor, fortunately now re- 
pudiated by the people. Under the dilatory 
and stingy tactics of that administration 
Michigan was unable to get a foothold 
at Jackson Park until every other State 
and Territory had been accommodated, 
and hence was compelled to take a smal! and 
not very favorably located lot for its State 
building. The Executive Board of the State 
sets forth in its report that it has money 
enough to complete its building, but no 
money to maintdin it. “It cannot be fur- 
nished, lighted, and decorated as well as our 
neighbors’ houses.“ The board also needs 
more money for its administration expenses 
as well as for its various exhibits, particularly 
the agricultural. In its report the board says: 


State exhibit plans and buildings have grown 
in proportion, so that today the Legislature is 
called upon for an additional appropriation to 
enable Michigan to hold its place in the march of 

progress. Michigan has the opportunity of the 
decade to exhibit.to the inhabitants of the world 
her vast and varied resources, to show them the 
wonderful products of her farms, her mines, her 
forests, and her factories, as well as the marvel- 
ous development made during the last half 
century by her intelligent and enterprising inhab- 
itants. 

It will be a misfortune and a disgrace if she 
fails to fully { improve this magnificent, opportu- 
nity to show the nations of the earth her indus- 
tries and her achievethents, ahd thus attract the 
labor and capital needed for a more complete de- 
velopment of her immense latent wealth. 


The appeal of the board should not be made 
in vain. The administration is now in Repub- 
lican hands and the picayunish work of the 
recent Democratic administration should be 
offset by a generous appropriation. The Leg- 
islature not only should give the board the 
$50,000 which it asks, but double the sum. Of 
all the States grouped about the great lakes, 
Michigan should make the best showing. It 
has been its boast that by virtue of its agri- 
culture, fruits, fisheries, minerals, wool, lum- 
ber, and other products it could maintain it- 
self even if it were cut off from communica- 
tion with the other States. It should have, 
therefore, a prominent place among the State 
exhibits. It is not too late for Republican 
generosity and local pride to make amends 
for Democratic parsimony and meanness. 


PRESERVATION OF PEACE BY LOCAL AU- 
THORITIES. 

The Governor of Pennsylvania devotes a 
good part of his mess to the Homestead 
trouble. Some of haf remark have more 
than local application. He says that there 
was really no effott made on the part of the 
civil authorities to suppress the disorder.“ 
Therefore he suggests that costs incurred in 
suppressing local disturbances in which the 
civil authorities call upon the military power 
of the Commonwealth be placed on the county 
calling for the troops, “This may be an in- 
centive to local authorities to determined ac- 
tion in the beginning of a disturbance rather 
than have their treasury mulcted in a large 
sum to defray the expenses. 

The unwillingness of local authorities to 
deal with such disturbances as those at Home- 
stead and Buffalo is not limited to New York 
and Pennsylvania, but manifests itself all 
over the country. The nearest approach to 
an exception is in the case of acity with a 
large and competent police force. The abil- 
ity of a county to keep the peace seems to 
have disappeared, and the first thing the 
ordinary Sheriff does when called on to en- 
force the law is to say that he is unable to do 
so, to appeal to the Governor for assistance, 
and throw the responsibility on him. The old 
posse comitatus has vanished. 

A Sheriff elected by popular suffrage does 
not like to meddle in a trouble growing out of 
a dispute between employer and employéif he 
can help it. If he takes the unpopular side he 
loses votes, and from the politician’s point of 
view that is the greatest of blunders. Nor is 
it as easy to raise a posse to quell the exuber- 
ance of striking switchmen as it is to raise 
one to pursue horse-thieves or a murderer. 
Suppose the Sheriff wants to raise a force to 
put down a riot growing out of a street car 
strike. A portion of those on whom he calls 
sympathize with the strikers or are at least 
against the company. Others have no feelings 
one way or the other, but they do not want to 
run the risk of getting their heads broken by 
sturdy workingmen, To put muskets or pis- 
tols in the hands of raw recruits would be a 
risky experiment. To arm men with staves 
and send them out against able-bodied men 
who were thowing stones and chunks of iron 
would accomplish little, When the. Sheriff 
tried to raise a posse to go to Homestead he 
failed utterly. No one would go to fight the 
athletic iron workers. 

City authorities ought to maintain order 
within their bailiwicks. The Sheriff ought to 
be able to keep the peace within his jurisdic- 
tion. The former, however, have an organ- 
ized police force to aid them. The Sheriff 
has to depend on untrained citizens, and 
hence is at a serious disadvantage. The ques- 
tion is, How can Sheriffs be made more effi- 
cient conservators of the peace, so that the 


time. It provides for the federation of two or 
more labor organizations on the same road or 
railroad system, it being deemed useless to at- 
tempt to secure at once the federation of the 
various railroad organizations over the entire 
country.

If an 
organization has a grievance it is made the 
duty of the Grievance committee to try to 
settle it. If it fails the executive head of the 
order tries his luck, If he cannot succeed the 
executive heads of all the federated organiza- 
tions must be called into eouncii, and there 
can be no strike unless they are unanimous in 
ordering it. The greater the number of pre- 
liminary steps which have to be taken before 
a strike is ordered the less likely it is to hap- 
pen, The union of the more conservative or- 


will have a tendency to check the impetuosity 
of the latter. In the past switchmen have done 
a great deal of striking. If other and less in- 
flammable organizations had been in a posi- 
tion where they could veto hasty action many 
unpleasant conflicts would have been averted. 


Cuaron E. Crarrs of Cook County, who was 
the Speaker of the last House, was elected yes- 
terday to fill the same position in the present 
one. The enthusiastic fellow- member who put 
him in nomination said of him that he has “a 
mind as clear as a noonday sun and a purpose 
as inflexible and constant as the Northern 
star”; that he “ possesses the trinity of virt- 
ues essential to pleasure and power in this 
day, of enlightened honesty, com petelicy, and 
Democracy”; that a better name has never 
been ineoribed on the annals of this great im- 
perial State in unity with her wisest law; 
and that his Democracy is as pure as the 
silver waters that bubble and sparkle in Heli- 
con’s rill.” While Tun Tano is not pre- 
pared to indorse unqualitiedly all of the above 
statements, yet it is of the opinion that Mr. 
Crafts is the best man whom the Democrats 
could have selected for the Speakership. He 
showed two years ago that he had the qualities 
which make an excellent presiding officer. He 
kept the House in order, he expedited business, 
and was impartial except when some party 
question was up for consideration. Then he 
was à partisan and he carried partisanship a 
good ways. He will this séssion, no doubt, 
when a political question comes up. So would 
any other Democrat who might be selected. 
As the Speaker must be a Democrat it is better 
that Mr. Crafts should be the man. He will 
see that Cook County gets a fair show and, ex- 
cept when politics interferes, he will be a 
model Speaker. 


Ir is devoutly to be hoped that the dis- 
missel of three scavenger contractors in this 
city will be a lesson to some or all of the re- 
maining ones.

In other wards than 
those neglected by the dismissed ones the 
garbage boxes are allowed to remain full for 
many days in succession, and in not a few 
cases the accumulation of unremoved filth is 
so great that it slops over from the boxes and 
mires the alley floor. Instances could be 
named in which the men acting as scaven- 
gers are persistently dirty, to the extent of 
littering the garbage on the route between the 
box and the wagon, doing this not once by 
accident but every time they pretend to do 
what they are paid for performing. The 
whole scavenger business in this city is a 
standing disgrace and should be reformed 
altogether. Without such radical reform 
Chicago will be pointed to by Fair visitors as 
the dirtiest city on the face of the earth, with 
the possible exception of Constantinople, and 
as presenting a lamentable spectacle of re- 
sults of municipal do-nothingism in the way 
of guarding the health of the people. The 
Committee of One Hundred has a fine oppor- 
tunity to show the authorities what ought to 
be done in city sanitation and point out the 
most glaring omissions of the contractors who 
draw pay for services not rendered.

RUSSIAN ATROCITIES CONTINUED, 


How the Stundists in Kief Are Forced to 
Abjure Their Religion, 

Loxpox, Jan. 5.—The Moscow correspond- 
ent of the Daily Chronicle describes the un- 
sparing persecution of the Stundists in Kief. 
Officials in one village of the Kaperstinitz dis- 
trict compelled the Stundists to abandon their 
own lands and shops to work in the com- 
munal lands during the day and do sentry 
duty in thé village at night. Even women 
wi ursing infants were compelled to assist 
in mmunal field work. Although event- 
ually menaced by mobs the Stundists still re- 
fused to embrace the orthodox religion. 
To make an example the village elder one 
night summoned police and peasantry to his 
aid and took possession of a hut whose Stund- 
ist owner was absent on sentry duty. The 
hut was filled with a noxious weed so that the 
sleeping children were almost suffocated. As 
the mother still refused to abjure her 
faith she was stripped naked and subjected to 
frightful indignities. In one case an elder 
and a coachman dragged a woman about the 
floor until she became unconscious, and after- 
wards restored her to consciousness by one 
sitting on her breast and another puffing 
smoke from a noxious weed into her mouth. 


Mormon Colony Started in Mexico. 

Santa Rosaure, Mex., Jan. 4.—Elder John 
Stuart of Salt Lake City, who has obtained a con- 
cession from the Mexican Government for the es- 
tablishment of a Mormon colony here, has ar- 
rived with twenty families.

Aldace F. Walker Said to Be Chief Officer

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FOR DOCKING HORSES’ TAILS, 


William Leddy Held to the Grand Jury in 
Bonds of $200. 

Justice Bradwell yesterday decided the case 
against William Leddy, brought by the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
because the defendant had docked the tail of 
one of J. W. Doane’s horses, not to the bene- 
fit of the animal. Mr. Leddy was held to the 
grand jury in bonds of $200. Seldom have so 
many well-known Chicagoans and horsemen 
sat one day in the witness chair. 

The defense under Attorney Alexander Sul- 
livan made no attempt at denying that Mr. 
Leddy did cut off the tail of Mr. Doane’s nag, 
and the trend of ell the evidence was to show 
that the operation was or was not a benefit to 
the horse as a class. 

Gen. Joseph T. Torrence was the first man 
to declare er — — the 8 of

5 benefit to the animal. He declared he 
would not buy a horse with a nice, long tail. 
Safety to driver and humanity in general in 
a large city like Chicago demands,” he said.

H. G. Allen, a horse-déaler of forty years’ 
experience, said docking made horses stronger 
and more vigorous. When he used to drive 
stage-coach through the Indian country years 
ago he cut off the tails of his horses for that 
especial purpose.

John Dupee said the operation was a benefit 
to the animal, because it paved the way for it 
to enter a gentleman’s stable where it could 
get the very best of care. 

Matteson Fisher, a liveryman of No. 137 
Twenty-sixth street, was enthusiastic in favor 
of docking. Flora Temple, he said, wasn’t 
worth a picayune until her tail was cut off. 

Veterinary Surgeons J. F. Major and M. H. 
McKillop thought the operation benefited a 
steed. State Veterifarian John Caswell could 
see no benefit to the animal, though he ad- 
mitted there was no harm if the operation 
were performed properly. Bud Doble, the 
famous driver of Nancy Hanks, prefers a 
long-tailed nag, and so does Leroy Payne, the 
well known liveryman. Liveryman Stephen 
Northrop and John Brown tave tastes like 
Mr. Payne’s.

ICE NEARLY A FOOT THICK. 


It Forms Between the Outer Breakwater 
and Ports of the Two-Mile Crib. 

ice nearly a foot thick formed between the 
outer breakwater and ports of the two-mile 
erib during the present cold weather. Water 
in the crib well lowered gradually Monday, 
and Capt. McKee becoming alarmed at the 
prospect of an ice blockade sent a message to 
City Engineer Clarke asking for aid.

DRAINAGE CANAL LABORERS STRIKE, 


Rules for the Guidance of the Sanitary In- 
spector—Can’t Cut Ice, 

The laborers at work on Sec. 14 of the 

drainage canal, a mile andahalf above Lock- 


port, celebrated the new year by refusing to 
submit to a lower scale of wages proposed by 
their employer, the McCormick Construction 
company. Yesterday only half a force, sev- 
enty-five men and teams, were at work. The 
men had been receiving 33% cents an hour 
and had been putting in teh hours. The new 
scale proposed a reduction to 30 cents an hour 
and a day of nine hours’ length. Nearly 
every laborer at McCormick’s camp refused 
to goto work under the new scale Tuesday 
morning, but yesterday half of them conclud- 
ed to accept the new scale, and it is thought 
the rest will fall in line before many days. 

It is only a question of time when a wagon 
hauling spoil will be a scarce article on the 
greater part of the drainage channel, as near- 
ly every contractor is putting in machinery of 
the newest and most approved sort for the 
disposition of spoil on the waste banks. 

Rules for the guidance of the Sanitary In- 
spector Were adopted at a meeting of the 
Drainage Board yesterday. He is required to 
devote his entire time to the details of the 
office; to make a thorough inspection of the 
various camps twice a week or oftener if re- 
quired; to report to the board semi-monthly 
on the sanitary condition of the camps; and 
to be at all times subject to the order of the 
board in cases of epidemics. 

According to the report of Chief Engineer 
Williams the survey of the Chicago River, or- 
dered by the board, is entirely completed and 
the platting of the survey notes is about half 
done. The location of street lines is com- 
pleted from Archer avenue to Quarry street 
and from Washington to Thirty-fifth streets, 
and the survey of the Skokie cut-off is three. 
fifths finished. The zymotic disease maps, 
showing health statistics of Chicago, will be 
completed in a week. 

The ordinance locating the route of the 
canal between Willow Springs and Summit 
was amended to include an extra forty acres 
of right of way near Summit. This is made 
necessary in making the proper river diver- 
sion and protection from floods at Summit. 
The Title Guarantee and Trust iapanpy will 
furnish opinions of title on the land, 

The board decided that it would not permit 
the cutting or storing of ice by cont#&étors or 
any one else for commercial purposes on its 
righ’ of way. 

“If we were to allow this,” said President 
Wenter, the ice-cutting force would inter- 
fere with the work of contractors on the 
drainage channel.” 

Vouchers and bills amounting to $11,000 
were ordered paid.

Mr. Bond is considered one of the old-line 
real estate men and has been identified with 
the work of the board since its foundation in 
1883, He went into the real estate business in 
1871 and four years later formed a partner- 
ship with Col. Henry L. Turner, which con- 
tinued seventeen years. After 1888 he had 
personal charge of the real estate office of 
Turner & Bond, Col. Turner being actively 
engaged in the publishing business, in which 
Mr. Bond was also interested. 

One of the most important transactions car- 
ried through by William A. Bond was the sale 
of the property at Nos. 100 and 102 Washing- 
ton street to the Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany. To real estate brokers Mr. Bond is 
known from his connection with the property 
of the David Davis estate. This estate owned 
originally a tract of eighty acrés lying be- 
tween Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth streets, 
Stewart avenue and Halsted street. Judge 
Davis once offered the south forty acres to the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk railroad company 
for $185,000, but the offer was declined as be- 
ing too high. On this tract more than 250 
houses have been built and sold, with the ex- 
ception of five now in course of construction. 
The sales in this holding will represent to date 
over $900,000, while the estate still controls 
nearly a quarter of @ mile of Thirty-first 
street frontage. 

In the Real Estate Board Mr. Bond has dis- 
tinguished himself by His Connection with im- 
portant working comm He has-been a 
member of the Valuation committee for three 
years, including that just closed, and the year 
in which the committee was first created. 
Property to the value of $60,000,000 was passed 
on by the committee in 1892 alone, 

In 1887 he was a member of the Executive 
committee, while in 1890 he acted asa mem- 
ber of the Public Service committee. He rep- 
resented the board in the City Improvement 
Association, and in connection with this work 
he secured from the city the protection of the 
bridge approaches, 

Mr. Bond is now President of the Revenue 
Reform League, which is the development of 
a Real Estate Board idea. The plan of hold- 
ing informal monthly dinners was suggested 
to the board by him, and has proved success- 
ful in a high degree, Mr. Bond is a member 
of the Oakland ,club and a member of the 
Board of Managers of the Union League 
oem. fe 
Willis G. Jackson precipitated one of the 
most interesting of recent discussions on the 
board by his action last month in asking the 
board to commit itself on the viaduct ques- 
tion. He proposed a resolution deprecating 
the erection of any more viaducts whatever 
as having atendency to defer action on the 
part of the various railroads in the city to- 
ward track elevation. The Public Service 
committee, to which the resolution was re- 
ferred, was inclined to take a conservative 
view, and although favoring the ultimate ele- 
vation of the tracks reported in favor of tem- 
porary relief by means of viaducts. A substi- 
tute resolution was offered yesterday by 
Josiah L. Lombard and adopted. It was as 
follows: 

Resolved, That the Real Estate Board is in fa- 
vor of the elevation or depression of the railroad 
tracks within the city limits at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment, and is opposed to the building of 


permanent viaducts or any other expedient that 
tends to postpone said elevation or depression; 


and 

Resolved, That all railroads entering the city 
should during the year 1893 be compelled to elect 
whether they will depress or elevate their tracks.

Chicago lumbermen have followed the ex-

NO KNOWLEDGE OF WHALEN’S AFFAIRS. 


Secretary Fay of the St. Peter’s Gold and 
Silver Mining Company Talks. 

E. N. Fay, No. 404 Home Insurance Build- 
ing, Secretary and Treasurer of the St. Peter's 
Consolidated Gold and Silver Minmg com- 
pany, speaking of the arrest in St. Louis 
Tuesday of William Whalen, President of the 
company, on charges of swindling and fraud, 
denied yesterday all knowledge of Mr.

Judge H. D. Laughlin was retained by the 
stockholders and came to Chicago yesterday 
morning to investigate the affairs of the com- 
pany at its headquarters. 

Judge Laughlin held aten-share certificate 
in the name of Mrs, A. H. Watson, represent- 


yesterday. 

“As near as I can learn,” said Judge 
Laughlin, this man Whalen appears to have 
duped everybody, oven the officers of his own 
company. I cannot find anything to show 
that the Chicago people knew anything of the 
true situation. Why, this is a matter that 
runs up into the millions, and Whalen, I am 
led to believe, has worked his relatives, best 
friends, and all he could reach. 

The St. Peter’s Consolidated Gold and Sil- 
ver Mining company organized with a capital 
of $5,000,000, and the sale of stock at $40 a 
share began in August, 1888.

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The purpose of all this talking was to see 
what is best to be done about stopping the 
silver purchases. Many of the Democratic 
Senators, who a little while ago talked so 
loudly for free coinage, are now ready to do 
Mr. Cleveland’s bidding. They have promised 
that they will vote for any proposition that 
will suit the incoming administration. The 
majority of the Republican members of the 
Finance committee are willing to report a 
bill repealing the Sherman law or else the Mc-

J. Sterling Morton of Ne- 
braska is the most p*mising man for Uncle 
Jerry's successor. The Pacifie coast has a 
new candidate. He is W. W. Foote of Cal- 
ifornia, who has been heard from recently by 
withdrawing from the Senatorial cunvass in 
that State. He is connected by marriage with 
E. C. Benedict, the Wall street manipulator of 
Chicago Gas, who is very close to Cleveland. 

The friends of Congressman Herbert think 
he has a good chance of becoming Secretary 
of tne Navy.

OF TRAFFIC WITH CANADA, 


Investigation of Conditions Surrounding 


It and Its Uxtent. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 4.—Shortly before 
Congress adjourned last summer a resolution 
was passed by the House of Representatives 
relating to the control of and regulations 
governing the shipment of goods over 
Canadian lines of transportation to and from 
the United States. The resolution requested 
the President to inform the House what reg- 
ulations were in force in connection with this 
class of traffic and whether or not, in his 
opinion, such traffic should not be accom- 
panied while in Canada by a customs officer 
of the United States, the expenses of such 
officer to be borne by the carrier company. 
This resolution was referred to the Treasury 
Department and an investigation ordered, the 
results of which are embodied in a report to 
Secretary Foster, which he will tomorrow sub- 
mit tothe President. “ 

It is understood that the investigation shows 
that theconsular seal business 1s rapidly grow- 
ing in bulk and value, but that the branch of 
business regulated by the statute is not much 
if any*greater than when the law was passed. 
It is understood that President Harrison will 
report the facts to the House and leave to Con- 
gress the duty of changing existing regula. 
tious. Secretary Foster has given the subject 
much study and has reached the conclusion 
that under all the conditions surrounding the 
case it would not be wise to interfere with the 
consular seal traffic originating in the United 
States and destined to points in the United 
States. Traffic originating outside this coun- 
try and destined to points within it might 
well be subjected to examination at the bur- 
der. The quadruplicate invoices required by 
the Treasury regulations announced in July,

So irritat- 
ing ahd damaging has Canadian discrimina- 
tion against American railroads become that 
there is a steadily increasing pressure upon 
the authorities at Washington to find some re- 
lief. The retaliatory step taken by the Presi- 
dent last August imposing a toll of 20 cents a 
ton on all freights passing through the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal bound for Canada ports was 
not sufficient to put a stop to the evil. 

It is the abuse of the consular seal system 
by the Canadiaf% Pacific road that causes the 
chief annoyance and loss to the railrvads in 
this country. By degrees the scope of the law 
has been enlarged by the Canadian Pacific 
road, so that now it is sufficiently comprehen- | 
sive to bring into this country over the Oana- 
dian border goods from China and Japan. 

cargoes of raw silks and other Chinese 
and Japanese goods are brought acruss the 
Pacific Ocean to Vancouver, British Colum- 
bia, loaded into Canadian Pacific cars there, 
and brought into this country under the con- 
sular seal system. From one to two days’ 
time is saved, as well as the cost of rehand- 
ling the freight. In that way imports from 
China and Japan can be brought through ia 
bulk quicker and in better condition than over 
American routes, for the reason that the law 
does not extend the privileges of the consular 
seal system to the American roads. 

Even while enjoying this great advantage 
extended by a United Stateslaw the Canadian 
people calmly devised a law of their own still 
further to injure the American railroads. A 
discriminating duty on all coffee and tea im- 
ported into Canada from the United States 
has been put into the Canadian taréif. These 
necessary commvdities are admitted free into 
Canada froin all countries except the United 
States. The natural effect of the discrimina- 
tion is to divert the tea and coffee traffic from 


United States ports and have it come into the 
country from Vancouver, over the Canadian 
Pacific road. .

There need be fo twenty ays’ quar 
antine against naturalizadon or immigration, 
and healthy peopie should not be subjected to de- 
tention when they come to any port in the United 
States.

LIGHT ON COMPANY AFFAIRS FOR 
BREWERY STOOKHOLDERS. 


Speculative Grain and Provision Markets 
Quite Strong During a Part of the Ses- 
sion—Wheat Loses the Advance and the 
Grain List Weakens After the Close on 
a Government Report that Is Given a 

‘Bearish Interpretation—General Market 
News from Various Points. 


The feature in Stock Exchange trading was the 

heaviness of North Chicago Street railroad 
stock. The stock was comparatively active and 
declined from an opeaing at 241 for the account 
toa close of 279%. Quotahons between every 
sale showed decline. People generally under- 
stood to be pretty close to the inside have been 
sellers for some days and were particularly free 
sellers yesterday. The report yesterday was that 
instead of an increase of $1,000,000 in the stock, 
which bas been the general understanding of 
what was to be expeeted. there will be an increase 
of only $500,000; so the righta will not be nearly 
so valuable as has been anticipated if that proves 
to be the correct amount. There seems to be 
some doubt, too, about the increase in dividends. 
For a while the sanguine traders in this stock 
were coanting confidently on an increase to 12 per 
cent. ere are few now who expect anything 
better than 11 per cent, and some assert that there 
will be no increase at all.

This 
$400,000 expenditure, it is said, is charged to cap- 
ital account of ike American company, and 
would onlyshow on the balance sheet of 
the American company, and concern- 
ng that balance sheet stockholders 
are giving no information. It iastated that the 
American company had on hand, as explained in 
the prospectus at the time the property was 
tioated. a considerable surplus, and that it is out 
of that surplus that the new improvement has 
been made. This being the situation it is evident 
that any one who tries to explain unsatisfactory 
earnings with the fact of a large expenditure for 
the new Milwaukee brewery ty whee eg, the ques- 
tion entirely. This expenditure cuts no re 
whatever in the statement of earnings and is in 
no way provided for from the earn ings. It is an in 
teresting commentary on the Engli method of 
making corporation reports that so important an 
item as a $400,000 expenditure can be made with- 
vut any trace whatever of suchlitem being found 
in the accounts presen 
Now that the two reports are out there is a 
chance to make some interesting comparisons 
between the two companies.

DEPRESSING FIGURES FROM DODGE, 


The Trade Affected by the Final Figures 
on the Crops of Leading Cereals.
